THE OMNIBUS INJUKCTION. 

The omnibus injunction, issued by the 
Federal Court in Chicago, yesterday, rela- 
tive to the Michigan Oentral Rallway and 
affecting twenty-three other roads at that

EVERYTHING MOVING. 


The Iron Mountain 41) Right From Here 
' to Little Rock. 


General Superintendent Peck of the Iron 
Mountain was about the yards all morning, 
personally attending to clearing the great 
network of tracks of the vast number of 
loaded cars that have accumulated during 
the blockade of the last few days. 
He was in excellent spirits and re- 
ported that his branch of the Gould system 


is rapidiy shaking off the troubles brought 
upon them by the Puliman boycott. All of 
the switchmen and yard hands in st. Louis 
and Carondelet had returned to work, he 
said, and all trains at this end are moving as 
usual. Mr. Peck eald that the Iron 
Mountain is free from interruption of any 
description between St. Louis and Little 
Rock, and that all freight for points between 
the two cities is now being acceptec. South 
ofr IAttle Rock the road remains tied up, Dut 
Texas business that generally moves via Tex- 
Arkana is being handled over the Cotton Belt. 
No trains are running between Little Kock 
and Fort Smith. 1 shops on the system 
have Deen temporarily closed, and every 
man whose services are not necessary has 
been laid off until the trouble is at an end. 
The condition of the \.issour! Pacific is not 
so satisfactory. The switchmen, up to noon, 
had shown no disposition to return to work, 
and no freight was being handied The pas- 
senger service continues without in 
terruption, all trains running on 
schedule time. Not a train that usually 
bas a Pullman has been sent out 
without its full equipment and the passenger 
service has at no time been crippled or put 
to any inconvenience, beyond making up of 
trains by inexperienced men from other de- 
partments, As on the Iron Vountatin, all of 
the shops bave been closed and the services 
of several thousan s of employes have been 
temporarily dispensed with. 


MORE SERIOUS. 


Ra llroad Manager Gays on the Local 


Strike Situation To-Day. 


The General Managers’ Association did not 
meet to-day, but the memders either called 
on Mr. Gays or sent to hima detailed report 
ofthe situation on their respective lines. 
Most of the reports were in by 1 o’clock, and 
at that hour Mr. Gays, whohas full control 
of one side ofthe strike for all of the roads 
running into st. Louis, said that the general 
situation, so far as St. Louis is concerned, is 


more serious than at any time since the 
great boycott was Inaugurated. 

Yesterday notices were posted by all of the 
lines warning the strikers that unless they 
reported for mt by noon to-day they might 
consider themselves discharged. The threat 
was made that their places would be filied as 
speedily as possible and that former em- 
ployes would have to take their chances 
with new men in the line of re-employ- 
ment. The warning was not beeded by 
any of the men except those employed on the 
Iron Mountain. On that line the switch- 
tenders, freivht handlers and yardmen in 
both St. Louls and Carondelet returned to 
work and both passenger and freight traffic 
was promptly resumed as far south as Little 
Rock, The road is still tied up between Little 
Rock and Texarkana. ' 
‘‘On the Missour! Pacific no freight 
is being handled, but all passenger trains 
are running on schedule time and Pullman 
cars are being run as usual. 

The Wabash is in a worse plight than any 
ofthe other roads. All of its employes have 
quit 6xcept passenger conductors and office 
clerks. Nota wheeiis turning on the entire 
system, except a few irregular passenger 
trains that have been manned by men im- 
ported from the East. The men on the West- 
ern Division, who up to last night had re- 
— loyal to the company, went out in a 

Ay. 

The only roads running into St. Louis that 
are handling freight arethe Iron Mountain 
and st. Louis, Keokuk & Northern. The iat. 
ter is doing business without interruption, 
but a strong effort is being made by the 
strikers to get the men out, and it also may 
be tied up to-night. 

All passenger trains on the Vandalia ana 
Big Four are running pearly on time. The 
Chicago & Alton, which managed to get its 
passenger trains through until to-day, is 
now seriously embarrassed.

The company, in view of the strike, has 
been making wholesale reductions in its 
working forces. All of the shops have been 
closed and every clerk and laborer who could 
be dispensed with has been laid off until the 
Strike shall be settled. In busy times about 
8,000 men are employed. To-day the total 
number of men at grork ig probably less than 


2,000. 

Mr. Hays says that the striking Wabash en- 
gineers are getting ao sympathy from the 
brotherhood; that on the contrary the 
Brotherhood denounces their action, and 
that hundreds of otuer Brotherhood men are 
applying to him for the places abandoned by 
the strixers. There are thousands of com- 
petent idie railroad men in the East, Mr. 
Hays says, who have been forced out of em- 
ploymeat by the general depression in bus! 
ness, and these mon are applying to him in 
Groves for employ ment. 

This morning he received word that all of 
the engineers on the Chicago division would 
come cK tO work at once it the company 
would afford them protection from the as- 
sauits of strikers.

FIERCE FLAMES IN WACO. 


A Large Lumber Yard and Adjacent 
Buildings Destroyed. 


Waco, Tex., July 4.—The lumber yard of 
William Cameron 4 Co, the largest in the 
city, was discovered on fire at au early hour 
this morning. Over 2,000,000 feet of lamber 
were totally destroyed and also the office of 
thecompany. The Perry Hotel, in the same 
block, and several residences in the vicinity 
were destroyed. The fire loss will reach 
nearly $100,000; insurance about half that 


amount. The origin of the fire is supposed 
to be incendiary.

CONSPIRACY. 


John F. Scherpe Claims He Is the 
i Victim of One. 


A few days ago John F. Scherpe, the well- 
known tron manufacturer, |was arrested and 
held by the pole för examination into his 


mental condition, it being stated that his 
wife claimel] he was Insane. Clty Dispen- 
sary Physician Warren G. Priest examined 
scherpe, pronounced him Sane and the man- 
ufacturer was released, 

H us band and wife «ot into court on coun- 
ter sults to-day about 1 o'clock. ‘the 
first suit is that of Loulse 
Scherpe against John F. Scherpe, 
for divorce. Se says she was married to 
him in st. Louis in November, 1867, and 
lived with him e a dutiful wife untill 
the 2d day Gc duit, 1894. With- 
in the last two rs, she says, 
he became cross and ill tempered, and fre- 
quently abused her inthe presence of others 
and of her children, of whom there 
are six, two of them being of tender 
age, Loulse, aged 18, and Almy, aged 
11. The rest are all grown up. Upon one 
occasion, she claims, he abused his children 
so OUlrageously that she was compelled to 
call in the police to restrain him 
by force. He has frequently, she 
says, within the last two years 
threatened tosue her for divorce and has 
gone so far as tosend lawyers around to her 
to try to arrange fora legal separation. lie 
is, she says, possessed of considerab'e 
property, the exact value of which she does 
not Know. but she wants a proper aliow- 
ance out of it for alimony and 
sufficient to maintainthbe two minor chil- 
dren whom, she asserts, she des not think 
her husband is a fit person to take care of. 

John F. Scherpe, on the other hand, sues 
foran injunction against his wife, asking 
that she be restrained from disposing of a 
quantity of his property which, he states, 18 
in her name by an agreement between them. 

He begins by saying that he was married to 
Louise Scherpe in November, i867, and 
lived with her up to a very recent 
Gate. During the entire time, he says, 
he has always been a good and 
faithful husband and an excelient provider, 
never having been without a profitable busi- 
ness, in the profits of which his wife always 
shared. From time to time he Invested 
his profits and turned them over 
to his wife as a sort of a trust fund, he al- 
leges, which it was distinctly understood, 
was to be held by her for his benefit, and was 
to be accessible to him at all times. The 
property was technically in her name, 
but was in reality his. Among 
these sums and investment given to his wife 
or put down im der name he mentions $12,000 
in bonds of the Excelsior Manufacturing Co., 
$13,000 of stock in the Enterprise Brick 
Works Co,, 000 in Municipal bonds 
of the City f st. Louis, 84, in 
United States ency, now in the St. Louls 
Trust Co. Lots Nos. 10,11 and 12 in Tyler 
place and the house and lot at No. 1618 
Compton avenue, whichis worth at least 
$50,000. Allofthbeseareinher name and he 
Is informed and so believes, he asserts, tnat 
under the technieality by which she 
holds the titie she can dis- 
pose of these holdings unless restrained 
by law, wherefore heasks that the judg¢- 
ment be granted. He alleges further as a 
reason why he fears she will dispose of the 
property, that she has formed a conspiracy 
to deprive him of his property, and has asa 
means to that end first turned from him the 
affections of his children, and even gone 
sO far as to get out a warrant 
declaring himto be of unsound mind anda 
ut subject for a lunatic asyium, and acting 
upon this warrant two policemen 
dragged him on the 2th of June 
last from his house and home 
and hurriedly rushed him to prison where he 
was rudely thrust in and confined until he 
could notify his rriends and get out of prison 
again. 

He promises to namo in due time the other 
conspirators who are, he says, with his wife 
trying to wreck his business standing and 
de prive him of his property. .

Than Yesterday. 


Preparations to Enforce the Fed- 
eral Court’s Injunction. 


Gen. Schofield Says the Entire

At Chicago the situation in the rallway 
strike to-day is worse than at any time since 
the boycott began. : 

The Federal Court at Chicago has asked the 
War Department for regular troops. 

The action ofthe strikers at Blue Island in 
interfering with trains brings them in con- 
flict with the Federal authorities. Writs will 
be issued for their arrest and served by 
United States Marshals, backed by troops. 

Gen. Schofield says the whole force of the 
United States Army will be used to enforce 
the court’s order. 

Not a single car of live stock came into Chi- 
cago on any road last night or this morning. 

All lines are crippled and many of them are 
completely tied up, not a train moving. 

This afternoon an effort was made to in- 
duce the employes ofthe Chicago elevated 
roads to strike. 

Marine engineers refuse to handle freight 
hauled by boycotted roads. 

On all Western roads the strike seems to be 
gaining force. New strikes on many lines 
are reported to-day. 

Strikers captured a Nickel Plate train in 
Chicago to-day, and sidetracked it. 


CALL TOR TROOPS, 


Federal Court Officiais at Chicago Ask for 
Regular Soldiers. 

Cuicaco, III., July 8.—A conference was 
held at the Federal Building this morning 
between United States Attorney Milchrist 
and Attorney Edwin Walker and Judge 
Grosscup, at which it was decided to call for 


Federal aid from tne authorities at Washing- 
ton for the Blue Island crisis. No particular 
regiment was designated. Judge Grosscup 
expressed the opinion that the strikers at 
Blue Island clearly violated the injunction 
issued yesterday by the United States Court. 

Atelegram from Washington says that at 
Chicago, the War Department will follow 
the policy which was so successfnlly em- 
ployed in dealing with the Commonwealers 
inthe West. The United States Courts will 
take the lead with their marshals and the 
troops willactonly toassistthem. The ex- 
pectation is that at the frst sign of resist- 
ance tothe making and moving ot trains, 
the facts being reported to the courts, war- 
rants will be Issuea for the arrest of the 
ringleaders on a charge of contempt, and 
Marshals and troops will make the arrests. 

One brought before the courts tbe prison- 
ers probably willl be immediately sentenced 
to jail, beyond the relief of bail or any pro- 
cess of delay, save a writ of habeas corpus, 
waich they are unlikely to get from any court 
at this time. 


NOT YET ORDERED OUT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8.—Gen. Schofield 
said to-day that he had not ordered troops 
sent to Blue Island. He is waiting the resul 
of the Cabinet meeting. If troops have been 


ordered from Fort Sheridan to Blue Island it 
bas been done on the initiative of the army 
authorities at Chicago, who have general 
authority toorder out the troops when the 
occasion warrants it, though Washington 
must subsequently be notified of the action 


taken.

FIGHT FOR POLES. 


Charges Against the Edison Cempany 
and Superviser O'Reilly. 


The St. Louis Electric Ligne and Power Co. 
has a grievance against its one and only 
competitor, the Edison Illuminating Co., 
whom it charges with using unfair 


methods in trying to freeze them out of 
business. Incidentally they charge Super- 
visor of Oity Lighting O’Rellly with acting in 
collusion with their competitors and against 
their interests. Thelr complaint is embodied 
in a lengthy typewritten communication 
which wes read tothe board of Public Im- 
provements this morning by D. . Guern- 
sey, President of the company. 

The communication sets forth that for six 
months past and, in fact a longer period, ihe 
St. Louis Electric Light 4 Power (Oo. has 
tried to avoid * unpleasantness in dus! 
ness competition, Dut have found it imposs!i- 
ble, owing tothe methods employed by the 
Edison Lluminating Co., whom they ac- 
cuse of violating the terms of the 
ordinance under which they acquired 
their franchise and which specifies 
that they should allow other persons to run 
wires along their poles ata rental specified 
in the ordinance. The iaw also requires that 
permission be granted by the owners of the 
poles, in writing, before the city can grant a 
permit for the stringing of said wires. 

In compliance with the above ter us the St. 
Louls company on March 26 last applied to 
the Edison company for their consent to 
string wires on one cross arm on poles on the 
south side of Franklin avenue from Fourth 
street to Tenth street, the sald poles being 
the property of the Edison company. To this 
letter of request, it is alleged, no attention 
was paid, and in April a second request was 
forwarded, which met with a curt 
dental, without Stating any rea- 
son. Vay 15 another request was made, 
ana the following day Mr. Scudder 
secretary of the company, said Mr. Warner 
of the Edison company and ciaims to have 
been told that he had orders from a higher 
authority not to grant the necessary per- 
mission unless the St. Louls company agreed 
to let the Edison company’s customers 
aione. 

In May Mr. Guernsey wrote A. J. O'Reilly 
asking some guestionsas tothe number and 
size of poles in the district in question, to 
which he alleges he received no 
answer.

Would it not, be better to 
stand a suit for breach of contract? Surely 
the courts would not @nforce a contract 
which really defeats its own purpose. And 
even if damages were awarded wouldn’t it 
be cheaper to pay than to fill childish 
minds with misinformation? 


CALL DEB DOWN. 

The folly of the Debs boycott strike is 
shown by the fact that the Pullman griev- 
ance is lost sight of and the fight is now 
turned against all railroads in the General 
Managers’ Association, whether they use 
Pullman cars or not. 

Debs declares war upon some of the 
railroads because they do not right a 
wrong which is beyond their reach and 
for which they are not responsible. He 
then makes war upon ali railroads because 
their general managers are in the same as- 
sociation with the general managers who 
refuse to accede to his unreasonable de- 
mands. ; 

Debs appeals to public sympathy by 
wreaking vengeance upon all the people 
for an offense with which they have noth- 
ing todo. He appeals to justice by mak- 
ing 65,000,000 of people suffer for the sins 
of one man. He appeals to reason by un- 
leashing the forces of brutality and vio- 
lence to satisfy hisown passion and vanity. 

Having enormous power, Debs has 
wielded it to bring woe to millions of 
people and to bring discredit upon organ- 
ized labor without a shadow of righteous 
cause. By his own admission, he is wield- 
ing his power against industry and com- 
merce merely to show that he can do so 
and to enforce respect for his authority. 

No grievance that organized labor ever 
had on account of the oppression of cor- 
porate power ever equalled that it now 
has against Debs for his destructive mad- 
ness. 

Honest labor cannot afford to stand by 
Debs. He must be called down.

A BIC LOT OF SENSE. 


In his speech to the railroadmen’s com- 
mittee yesterday Mr. Louis Fusz spoke a 
„dig lot of sense, as the chairman of the 
railroaders put it. 

Mr. Fusz acknowledged that wrongs 
were being done in this country. He 
not only acknowledged it, but insisted 
upon it. Corporations, said he, are 
growing into such large proportions that 
they should be limited by law. There 
should be no such things, for instance, 
as a Sugar Trust, to which everyone 
that uses a pound of sugar contributes 
half a cent. We are sensible of this us. 
fortunate condition of things, but you 
will never remedy it by these acts you 
threaten. The only good that will grow 
out of it Will be that the result will be 80 
serious that it will call attention to the 
evil in such a manner that legislation may 
be brought about to prevent it. 

In other words the trouble has been 
brought about by an unwise policy of 
legislation. Itis political in its nature, 
and we must look for relief not to violent 
protests and indiscriminate kicking, 
but to a reversal of public policy. In this 
the bailot is the most efficient, in fact 
the only agent. The voters can remedy 
the wrong. Strikes and mischievous boy- 
cotts never can. Even a successful strike 
is only a temporary relief, nota perma- 
nent cure. 

Mr. Fusz did indeed speak a big lot of 
sense. 
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NO DALLYING IN ORDER. 

Atty.-Gen. Walker takes a remarkable 
view of his function and power in the 
matter of aiding in the prosecution of 
State cases at the direction of the Gov- 
ernor. 

The Attorney-General declares that in 
the Ziegenhein case he is subject to the 
will of the Circuit Attorney. Had Mr. 
Zachritz decided to remain in the case 
only upon his request and as his assistant, 
could he participate in the prosecution. 
The retirement of Zachritz makes him in 
effect the assistant and advisory counsel of 
Mr. Bishop, the Circuit Attorney’s per- 
sonal appointe@and assistant. 

No matter how able or honest a man Mr. 
Bishop may be, he is Mr. Zachritz’ ap- 
pointee and clerk. When Mr. Zachritz 
retires and leaves the prosecution of the 
case to Mr. Bishop he leaves it in the 
hands of his appolntee and clerk. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Walker’s opinion, when he in- 
terposes in the prosecution, it is to 
subordinate the high office of Attorney- 
General to that of the appointee and clerk 
of the Circuit Attorney, who, in the case of 
Zachrits, should be cast off from all con- 
trol of the prosecution. The Attorney- 
General thus makes himself practicaily the 
merely tolerated subordinate of an incapa- 
ble and distrusted Oiroult Attorney. The 
whole law in regard to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s authority is thus nullified and its 
purpose defeated. 

The law which empowers the Governor 
to direct the Attorney-General’s inter- 
position certainly contemplated making 
that interposition effectual. It is absurd 
to suppose that it contemplated the possi- 
bility of the Attorney-General serving 
under it the very purpose he was directed 
to prevent. The Attorney-General is the 
2 supervising and controling officer of 
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We believe that when Gov. Stone direc 
Atty.-Gen. May : . 
aid shall be effectual for securing a fair 
and vigorous prosecution. We cannot believe 
that Atty.-Gen. Walker will do less than 
this when his official authority is invoked. 
This case calls for vigorous and fearless 
action. Strained courtesy and dalllying 
are not in order, 
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ENFORCE THE LAW. 

Noinjunction is needed to invest the 
authorities with legal warrant to suppress 
violence and the obstruction of trains, and 
to arrest and punish all whoare guilty of 
these offenses. 

The only advantage of the injunction is- 
sued by Judges Woods and Grosscup is the 
advantage of summary process and 
the immediate aid of United States 
authorities in protecting mail trains and 
interstate commerce. 

If ever the American people had occasion 
to use all possible means to protect them- 
selves it is in the crisis of the wanton as~ 
sault which Mr. Debs has made upon them 
and their interests. The moving of the 
trains which Debs has tried to stop with- 
out cause is a matter of necessity and 
mercy. Not only the prosperity of the 
people but the health and the lives of hosts 
depend upon the prompt moving of trains. 
The poor—the workingmen and their fam- 
ilies—are the worst sufferers. The people 
are bound to defend themselves from this 
cruel and unnecessary attack. The au- 
thorities are bound to protect them in 
their rights. 

It is absurd to talk of a government of 
force in this connection. All that is 
needed is the enforcement of law. Trains 
must not be obstructed. Men willing to 
move the trains must be protected from 
violence or intimidation. The law must 
be enforced. 


OFFICIAL NIGLIGENCE. 

By a decision of a Chicago State Court 
the Gas Trust of that city is dissolved into 
its element and the constituent companies 
enjoined from entering into any similar 
combine in the future. 

The comparative ease with which this vic- 
tory was achieved ought to be suggestive 
to prosecuting officers in other States. In 
most of the States there are laws directly 
forbidding such companies and in the ab- 
sence of statutes aimed against them there 
is law enough indirectly bearing on them 
to bring about their dissolution if properly 
administered and enforced. If the will 
were not wanting the way would soon be 
found. 

In Missouri there ie not only a plain 
statutory prohibition of trust combina- 
tions, but there are several constitutional 
provisions relating to corporations, de- 
signed to prevent monopolistic alliances. 
These are openly disregarded by corpor- 
tions in many instances, and the anti- 
trust law is evaded by means which smack 
strongly of perjury onthe part of trust 
officials. 

If the public servants whose duty it is 
to institute prosecutions against the un- 
lawful monopolies were half as zealous in 
the discharge of their public obligations as 
they seem to be to accommodate the 
„prominent citizens’’ who are engaged in 
the illegal undertakings, the work might 
be accomplished in a short time and with 
little difficulty. All that is needed isa 
clearer recognition of the obligations 
owing to the people by public officers and 
determination to discharge them with 


conscientious fidelity.

THE COST INCREASES AS THE SUPPLY 
18 DIMINISHED. 


Southern Illinois Fruit-Growers Unable 
to Ger Their Products te Markst—Carse 
of Tomatoes Rotting on Sidetracks— 
Potatoes t hut Out at Edwardsville. 


Onio, III., July 8.~The price of every- 
thing is going skyward, and if the railway 
strike ‘s not se'tlied Ina few days, there is no 
telling how disastrous the effects of the boy- 
cott willbe. The ice companies have been 
driven to the Vessels to get ice to supply 
their regular trade, 

No soft coal reached the docks yesterday 
and the tugs continued to use hard coal for 
fuel. Some ot the steamboats are burning 
cordwood and slaus. At no time during the 
coal strike was the famine so desperate here. 

Unless the treight blockade is raised within 
a few days all the cable lines In the city wil 
de ata standstill. Horse-car service will be 
substituted and the managers of the diferent 
lines are already preparing to secure the 
necessary horses, This is because at all the 
power- houses oll is used as fuel and the sup- 
ply is very low. 


GOING UP Ix NEW YORK. 
New York, July 8,—New Yorkers begin to 
feel the effects of the railway boycott. The 
price of fresh meat has risen 25 per cent, and 
the butchers say that unless the strike is 
ended ina few days the city may expect a 
fresh meat famine. General orders were 1s 
sued here to-day toavents of the Pennsy!- 
vania, Erie, Baitimore & Ohio and other 
railroads with Western connections to re- 
celve no consignmants of peri-hable freights, 
including ive stock and fruits, ex- 
cept at the shipper’s risk. It is 
quite probable that similar or ers have 
been issued at the Western ends 
of these roads and connections, as all 
east-bound treigzhts beyond Pittsburg and 
Buffalo are being tied up. In the event of 
successful blockades by the strikers beyond 
these points the supply of meat at this point 
is going to be seriously affected. The meat 
consumed in New York Is received by a large 
majority from Western centers. Armour & 
Co,, Swift & Co., \ orris & Co. and other big 
Chicago concerns are the chief purveyors of 
dressed meat, andthis morning they admit- 
ted tiat receipts had fallen off very heavily 
since the strike bevan,. 
Fruit of all kinds is scarce and prices going 
up. 


CLEVELAND OUT OF MBAT. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 8.—To-dGay the supply 
of fresh meat in this city will be almost ex- 
na usted. Atleast 9% per cent of the meat 
used in Cleveland comes here from Chicago, 
either on foot or dressed. The tie-up of the 
rallr ads at Chicago has completely pre- 
vented the meat and cattle shipinents from 
that and other points, Last evening the 
manager of Swifts house here received 
word from Chicago that for the com- 
ing -week but one car of beef 
could be counted on. at car is now on its 
way, baving succeeded in running the Diock- 
ade. Yesterday the price of beef was ad- 
vanced $2 per 100 and anot er $2 raise will de 
added. There will be no use of the packing 
houses advancing the price beyond that og: 
ure, for they will have no meat to dispose of. 


ST. PAUL SHORT. 

St. Par, Minn., July 8.—This city is at 
bed rock as regards provision supplies, ow- 
ing tothe rallway boycott. Cars are side- 
tracked in every direction and many of them 
contain fruits, vewetables and live stock. 
Orders have been sent to allagents of the 
various lines to ccept no perishable products 
whatever for shipment. Acar of hogs was 
brought in during the night by the Northern 
Pacific, but not a railroad transfer crew 
cou d be found which would more the to 
the yards about St. Paul, dDecause the men of 
the Northern Pacific were on strike. the 
Norther Pacific people had to get toxethera 
lot of wagons and drays, unload and ioad 
the hogs one atatime and haul them five 
miles to south St. Faul, nearly half of them 
dying in the car or on the way to the yards 
from heat and thirst. 


LOSSES TO ILLINOIS FRUIT-GROWERS. 
ANNA, III., July 8.—Farmers and fruit 
growers are losing thousands of dollars each 
day. ide tomato crop is opening up in this 
locality Dut ther are unable to ship any- 
thing. Thousands of bushels of tomatoes, 
squashes and other vegetables are going to 
waste in this (Union) — 3 * Green beans 
soid bere in home market for 10 cents per 
bushes] and not much demand for them at 
that price, while raspberries and Diackber. 
ries are almost given away to keep the 
patches in good order. 

The American Express started a car of 
berries and tomatoes out of here yesterday 
for Chicago, but will probably be side- 
trackéa somewhere, causing great loss to 
farmers. 

Many people in this locality depend upon 
the shipments of small fruits and vegetables 
fora liv.ng, and itis of great importance to 
them to get their stuffinto market in good 


shape. 


GOING SKY HIGH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 8.—Philadelphia 
is threatened with a meat famine. It is 
stated by shippers and wholesalers that if 
the present blockade of freight on Western 
lines continues prices of meat will be sky 
high, with the supply practieally exhausted, 
The ruling price for boxes of cattle at 
slaughter-Zouses is now 8% cents per pound, 
while a week ago It solid for 54g cents. Prime 
cuts worth 18 cents last week now sell for 16 
cents, with prospects of an immediate ad- 
vance. Vealand mutton are advancing, but 
not as rapidly as beef, although the former 


has jumped from 9 cents to 12 cents per 
pound. There is not mu h of a stir in mut- 
ton, but it will be a cent a pound higher to- 
morrow. Pork and hams are »ooming, hav- 
ing moved from io cents to 1243 cents and 13 
cents, with the supply limited.

QUICK ACTION PREDICTED WHEN TBE

Speed Dependent on the Course of the 
Senate in Pig Appropriation Bills—A 
Limited Debate—Material Changes in 
Government Beyenue- The Special 
Rule— General Weshington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 3.—Representative 
Holman gives it as his Opinion that the strug- 
gle between the Senate and the House on the 
ta ritt question will end iu a victory for the 
House, . 

It ig an almost invariable rule.“ said Mr. 
Holman, ‘‘thatifthere is an overwhelming 
sentiment in the House for a particular line 
of action it finds expression and overcomes 
all delays and obstacles of parliamentary 
procedure.’’ 

Mr. Holman says experience has shown 
that tariff bills, after being returned from 
the Senate to the House, are subject toe 
good many delays. The speed which the 
house willl make when it gets the tari@ bill 
will depend a good deal on the speed of the 
Senate with the Dig appr: priation bills,“ he 
continued. It the appropriation bilis are 
crowded along then the House will feel 
it to be its duty to act quickly, but if the ap- 
propriations drag inthe Senate, the House 
will feel that it is delaying by dis- 
cussing the tariff. Ithink therefore that it 
the Senate acts promptly on the appropria- 
tions, the iouse Commmittee on Rules will 
report a special rule sharply limiting the de- 
bate on the tariff. Under the regular rules 
the bill would have to go before the House in 
Committee of the whole, fora full debate of 
the Senate amendments, as they affect ma- 
terial changes in Government revenue. But 


the special rule will limitthis debate, and it 
will proba*ly be the course adopted if the 
Senate makes good progress on the appro- 
priation bills.“ 


APPROPKIA1ION WHERLS. 


Surprise „ mont Senators That They 
Should Discontinue Revolving. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—There has been con- 
siderable surprise among the members of the 
Appropriation Committee of Congress that 
the wheels of government should cease to 
revolve on the opening of the fiscal year. 
Chairman Sayres of the House (ommittee on 
Appropriations desired to keep all the gov- 
ernmental machinery in motion by the pas- 


sage ofa resolution extending current a 
propriations forthirty days. Notwithstand- 
ing this resolution, the Navy Department 
has stopped work in the navy yeris in 
Brooklyn, ‘are Island and elsewhere. 
Work on public Duildings has, in some cases, 
been suspended. 

Mr. Sayres says the resolution is the same 
as that of two years ago which kept the Goy- 
ernment wheels in motion. He took the 
precaution this year to submit the subject to 
the Treasury Department and the depart- 
ment framed the resolution on the broadest 
grounds. As framed he thinks it general 
enough to cover Government ship-bullding, 
public buliding aud all other Government 
expenditures. Mr. Courts, the veteran 
clerk of the Appropriation Committee, says 
the same resolution has here ofore sufficed 
to continue all branches of p biic work. 

Representative Hoiman says the thirty- 
day extension is usually heldto apply only 
to salaries Of Government. ficers and other 
regular Government functions. If it were to 
apply tothe building of ships, post-offices, 
etc., and other branches of public improve- 
ment cutsiue of the regular Gorernment ser- 
vice, Mr. Hoiman says it woul! complicate the 
accounts. It is for this reason, probably, 
that the Navy Department and other 
branches are pausing in their work,aithough 
Congress had supposed it was authorizing 
them to go ahead as usual.

THE GRiAT SEAKCH LIGRT. 


A Test of the Fierce E'ectric Flame at 
Sandy Hook. 


SANDY Hook, N. J., July 38.—Atest of the 
great search light here was made last night. 
It resulted in confirming thé knowledge that 
ina fog the light cannot find an object even 
ifclése to shore. Maj. Phipps and the Ora- 
nance Board were on band to witness the 
test of the tight. Some time before 
the arrangements for the test were 
compieted a dense fog began to 
drift in from the ocean, and it was not long 
before every object seaward was hidden by 


the Impenetrable mist. The manager in 
charge of the light decided, however, to 
proceed with the test. 

Capt. Crozier, accompanied by Lieut. 
Harmon, went on board the launch Indepen- 
dence aud headed off shore. The launch, to 
render her being seen as difficult as possible, 
was covered with canvas that had been 
painted as nearly as possible the color of the 
sea water, The immensely powerful rays of 
the great electric light were directed upon 
the swiftiy moving launch and for a brief 

riod she stood out against the fog 
nk as distinctly as a silhouette. 
Iden the curling, bDillowy masses of mist 
appeared to open to allow of the 
peceage of the launch and then ciosed again. 
do longer could the boat be seen. The light 
was turned this way and that way, the ob- 
servers on shore eagerly looking to find some 
trace ofthe launch. Nothing could be seen. 
The at rays of lightstruck the fog bank, 
which might as well have been astone wall, 
as far as the penetrative power of the light 
was concerned. the hunt for the launch 
was continued for a loug time, the fog, in the 
meantime, becoming thicker and thicker. 
Finally the boat, still unobserved,jran in to 
the dock under cover of the fog and tied up, 
those on the other thea coming ashore. 

It was not antil Capt. Crozier and Lieut. 
Harmon were wellup tothe dock that they 
were found by those looking tor them. It 
was the consensus of Opinion among those 
who witnessed tue action of the light last 
Hight that as a means of discovering the 
landing of an enemy, the light ia the case of 
a heavy fog would bea failure. It may be 
said, however, thatthe fog was exceedingly 
dense. As a means of signalling the light 
has proved to be a decided success, but 
lately it has been working under difficulties. 


THE NICARAGUAN QUESTION, 


A Gettlement of the Mosquito Coast Dif- 
feoulty Looked For. 


BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, June 27.—The res!i- 
Gents of Blueflelds are patiently awaiting 
the long-looked for settlement of the Mos- 
quito Coast question, and asthe home gov- 
ernment has given it so much attention, it is 
hoped that this most welcome settiement 


will not be far distant. It is more than 
likely that it will be only after careful delib- 
eration that either England or the United 
States will make any energetic move to- 
wards placing in controla permanent gov- 
ernment of this, the richest portion of 
Nicaragua. Both Minister Goslin 
and Ninister Baker dave diseussed this 
question from every standpoint and at great 
length, and from the best advices it is 
learned by the correspondent that these two 
important officials have at last come to an 
agreement.

SUPT. LONG’S REPORT. 


A Sketch of the Schools and the Modern 
Educational Method. 


The voluminous report of Supt. Long of the 
public schools for 1892-93 has been com pleted, 
though not yet issued. Sketching the gen- 
eral system of education, Mr. Long says: 


It isin the kindergarten and in the feur primar 
grades that I per eent of all the children 4 — ear 
charge receiye so much of their training and pre- 
paration for subsequent activity as the schools are 
able to centribute. 

The kindergarten requires of the ehild ‘‘comseious 
exercise of his een mind upon the things brought 
within range of his ebservation and experienre.'’ 
He learos qualities of things, vis: form and color, 
and aiso number, direetion and distance; he notices 
activities and reiatiens: he invents. ‘*Througn 
there experiences his reasoning powers are awak- 
ened and kept active. 

Whatisthe movement that is carrving us for- 
ward in educational methods? Itis the desire and 
effort to comprenherd and ppi, esfaras poseipie, 
the theery and metheds of the «iadergarre In 
other words. the spirit of Froebel’s method. It 
has been ealled the new edeeation; it matters not 
by what name it be known—it ts the universaiizing 
spirit ofthe age. Wemust look as it thus or we 
shall be @eceived. The practical world has seized 
the hand-wort phase of Froebel's system, separated 
it from the thought of the mental process invelved, 
particelarized itas manus! training, seeing iu it 
nothiag more than ag effortto begin the work of 
making **bread- winners’’—gbviously a very limited 
view of the movement. 

Mr. Long then speaks of the manual train- 
ing and the progress it has made in the last 
year. It now included piinting, as well as 
shoo work, and there is a manual training 
ciess for girls, teaching dresemaking. 

Art studies have been advanced in a prac- 
tical way, to give the pupils a are concep- 
tion of form and color that will be of use to 
them in any ealling. 

Of the schooi for the deaf Mr. Long says: 

The loestion of the sehoo! for the instruction of 
the deaf has not been ehamged. In my report for 
last vear, I allied attention to the fact that while 
the lotation of this school is such that it ean be 
reached from all parts ef the eity, ret the rem oe- 
cupled by the school is mot suitable as to size and 
eonvenlenee fora school of this cuaracter. There 
are reasons, too, for separating this schoo! from the 
Distriet school and jesatiag it by iteeif, If the 
schooi had better rooms aad more conveniences it 
would probably meet more fully the approval of 
those who shoald patronize it. 

It was thought two years ane that by the intro- 
duction of the teaehiag of articulation a much-ta- 
Greased at*endance would besecured. Though this 
phase of the work was introduced and a successfa! 
teacher of articulation empleyed. yet there has 
Deen no general increase in the number of papiis in 
attendanes. 

The High school last year contained a 
greater number of pupils than ever before, 
the number enrolied Deing 1,618 and the num 
ber del“ Ing 1,823.
